(1) A Jewish workman who had fought 
through the war, worked for the same firm for 
fifteen years and had a large family, appealed 
to a Labor Court against his dismissal while 
younger, single men were retained in employ- 
ment. 

The court ruled that no employer could be 
expected to dismiss a German to keep a Jew, 
no matter how long the Jew had worked for 
him. 

(2) An employer sued a former employee 
for slander. The slander was contained in a 
letter to the employer in which the discharged 
worker said the employer was partly of Jewish 
blood, when in fact he was full Aryan. 

As the letter had not been seen by any third 
party, the court showed leniency. It fined the 
worker only 30 marks, pointing out that “in 
present-day German conditions it is a serious 
insult falsely to assert that anybody is a non- 
Aryan or half-Jew.” 

(3) A German woman applied for an injune- 
tion against an anti-Jewish publication. She 
wanted removal of a notice in the paper de- 
nouncing her as a friend of a Jewess. 

The Court dismissed the application with 
costs, upon the admission of the applicant that 
she had been a close friend of a Jewess since 
childhood and saw no reason to give up the 
friendship. The Court informed her that it was 
an obligation of honor upon every German to 
exercise reticence in personal intercourse with 
Jews, and to sacrifice friendships for the good 
of the nation.

On this date in 1761 @ marriage 
took place at Falmouth, which 
had a direct result upon the his- 
tory of Nova Scotia. It was that 
of Moses Deslesdernier and El- 
len Bonner, widow, whose name 
had been Pritchard, a daughter 
of Paul, one of the pioneer ho- 
telkeepers of Halifax. Less than 
a year later a daughter was born 
to them, on December 2, 1762, 
who was christened Martha Mary, 
and who married Richard John 
the founder of the fa- 
mous Nova Scotian family. 

Deslesdernier, like Isaac Des- 
champs, who became a judge of 
the Supreme Court of Nova Sco- 
tia, was a Swiss. It is not known 
when he came to America, but at 
the time of the expulsion of the

Acadians in 1755 he was occupy- 
ing a farm owned by an Acadian 
near Fort Edward, and as a re- 
sult of his landlord having been 
involved in the expulsion and 
confiscation of property, lost both 
his farm and his “truck house”. 
Charged with disloyalty during 
the American revolution, Desles- 
dernier denied the accusation and 
was exonerated by the government 
at Halifax. He was given per- 
mission by Governor Lawrence to 
mission by Governor Lawrence to 
(Windsor), the warrant giving the 
merchant permission to deal free- 
ly in all merchandise, except 
spirits. Deslesdernier to his death 
was a fervent defender of British

It’s Fashioned of Crepe Paper, 
Trimmed With Cellophane 


For those who prefer a brim- 
less hat, here's a charming model 
in a pert pillbox style, which you 
can make yourself. The top is 
made of crepe paper, and that 
shiny something you see around 
the sides is cellophane, which put 
through the same process as the 
paper, comes out as crispy shiny 


straw. 
The stitch used is a single 
crochet stitch, picking up both 


loops of each stitch 
Crown: Using No. 3 hook, chain 
three, and join in loop with slip 
stitch. Make six single crockets in 
loop. Make two single crockets in 
| each of the six single crochets. 
Crochet, increasing sufficiently to 
keep work flat until the circle 
measures seven inches in diam- 
eter. 

Brim: Using a No. 0 hook and 
the cellophane cut in strips (or 
| ctllo ribbon), chain sufficient to 
| fit around circumference of 
crown. Working down to the 
headsize, crochet eight rows 
plain. Break thread. Mark center 
front and back of hat. Make a 

short row three and one-half 
inches long across centre front. 
| Make another short row, starting 
and ending four stitches away 
from beginning and ending of 
previous row. Repeat for center 
around entire brim. Holding the 
back. Crochet one full row 
cellophane brim toward you, join 
to crown with single crochet, 
picking up front loop of stitch 
only. Sew ornament to top of 
crown 


Cellophane balls can be crochet 
ed for the trimming. To make 
this, chain three, join in loop 
with slip stitch. Make six single 
crochets in each strip of previous 
Tow 

Next Two Rows: Increase in 
every other stitch. Stuff with 
crushed paper. Crochet one row 
plain
